World traveler here 


tells of globe-trotting| Tito to be assasinated 


Captain Michael Fielding, lec- 
turer at Wednesday’s convocation 
and Institute on World Affairs, is 
a globe-trotter from way back. 

He was born in India, attended 
high school in Germany, took his 
college work at Sonyhurst in Eng- 
land, is an American citizen, and 
speaks six languages, he revealed 
in a Gateway interview. 

. And in his family background, 
the captain has a little touch of 
everywhere. Two brothers born in 


-England, two in America, a sister 


born in France and one in Russia 
are included i in the vagabond fam- 
ily. 

Occupations varied _ 

His occupations have been as 
varied ‘as “his “geographical” past. 
Fielding was a reporter on the 
crime beat of the Chicago Journal 
and a rewrite man on the Tribune. 
During World War IJ, he was a 
commentator on several Chicago 
radio stations. - 

Fielding is a captain in the In- 
dian Army and at one time he act- 
ed as a public relatiéns adviser for 
a Riff chieftain, Sheriff Mulay 
Mohammed Tedjau. He was given 
the honorary title of Kaid and the 
Arab name, Abdul Hady Bey 
Khiarreine, which means “mes- 
senger of God.” 

In India he was in contact with 
the Pathans, a primitive race liv- 
ing between India and Afghanis- 
tan. Living by tribal laws, the Pa- 
than husband cuts off his wife’s 
nose for as much as looking at an- 
other man crosseyed. 

Fortune in false noses 

But after. the husband’s temper 
cooled, he would realize that all 
he had succeeded in doing was im- 
pairing her secondhand value. “So 
an enterprising British manufac- 
turer came into the picture and 
made a fortune selling false nos- 
es,” Fielding said. 

And seeing so many veiled Mos- 
lem women taught him, Fielding 
reported, to “tell the quality of the 
package by the outside wrap- 
pings.” 

On completion of this year’s lec- 
ture tour, the captain plans to head 
for Pakistan where he will contin- 
ue his job of “digging up the facts 
that cause political trends.” 


Convo talker predicts

“We're fighting the Communist 
idea but we can’t kill it with phys- 
ical weapons. We must sell demo- 
cracy to the world as a better ideo- 
logy,” said Captain Michael Field- 
ing. 

Captain Fielding, 
lecturer and world traveler, 
ered his speech, 
Russia,” at the convocation Wed-. 
nesday morning in the auditorium. 

“Russian divisions are not our 
main -worry,. its the Communist 
idea,” he said, “and you can’t 
shoot an idea.” 

Captain Fielding stressed the 
fact that the Communists are sell- 
ing their ideas better than we’ are 
selling democracy. ve

There will be no third World | 


War for at least five years, he 
said. Russia is not ready economi- 
cally. Their industries destroyed 
during the war cannot supply them 
with sufficient materials to start 
a new war for at least a few years. 

“Even at that, Russia cannot 
count on all of her satellite nations 
for support,” he said. 

“Tito’s Communist party split 
with Russia because Tito is prim, 
arily a Trotskyite and therefore 
in direct opposition to Stalin’s 
party.” 

Marshall Stalin will eventually 
have Tito assassinated, “he has: 
already made three attempts”, he 
commented. ; 

Fielding in Yugoslonia 

Because of the security ring” 
around Tito it is almost impos- 
sible to enter Yugoslavia. How- 
ever, Captain Fielding recently re- 
turned from an wnauthorized trip 
in Yugoslavia, where, had he been 
captured, his life would have beer 
forfeited on the spot. 


According to Captain Fielding, 
“Russia will never let Yugoslavia 
leave the protection of the Iron 
Curtain, because only through Yug- 
oslavia does Russia have access 
ti the Eastern Mediteranean. 

“We can only wait for the out- 
come,” he said. “If we intervene, 
Russia will step in and take over 
complete control.”
